PREFACE. 


Year  of  our  Lord 

Bineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty. 

I  write  of  ay  own  day, but  of  five  gener- 
ations: from  Grandparents  to  GrandcMldren. 

l^ost  of  these  I  liaye  personally  known. 

During  siy  tenth  and  eleventh  years  I  liv- 
ed for  fifteen  months, at  Chagrin  Falls, 0. 
with  say  paternal  grandparents, the  Reverend 
Benajah  .Villiams  and  his  wife.Jerusha 
Smith, both  of  whom  were  of  the  seventh  gen- 
eration in  direct  descent  from  American  an- 
cestry: the  former  from  Bohert  Williams  of 
Roxbury,the  Immigrant ; the  latter  from  Timo- 
thy Stanley. Thile  with  them  I  came  to  know 
all  of  my  uncles  and  aunts  on  mj   father' s 
side, and  many  of  m^   first  cousins. 

In  succeeding  years  I  have  enjoyed  the 
companionship  of  not  only  my  own  children 
and  grandchildren, hut  also  that  of  other 
members  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  genera- 
tions. 

For  much  of  what  is  embraced  herein, es- 
pecially dates  relating  to  the  Eighth  and

22ncl  of  Januarys  1864  ,Kev.  3. 'Williams,  of  the 
'Genesee  Conference ,  aged  75  years. 

He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Conference  and  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Meth- 
odism.'.-.e  had  "been  nearl37  half  a  century  in 
itinerant  ranks, and  one  of  the  most  labori- 
ous ,  efficient  and  successful  preachers  of 
his  day. Thousands  in  the  Church  and  many 
watclimen  wgon   her  walls  revere  him  as  the 
honored  instrument , under  G-od,of  their  con- 
version. On  ever3,^  circuit  that  he  ever  trav- 
elled, revivals , more  or  lesrj  extensive  , and 
lar^re  accessions  crowned  his  labors. Ke  al- 
ways exoected  this, and  whenever  he  went  to 
a  new  field  of  labor  he  immediately  set 
himself  to  v^orlc  to  promote  the  salvation  of 
qOuIs.  But , unlike  m.any  who  are  called  ".Revi- 
val Preachers"  »lie  did  not  content  himself 

Tilth   simply  gathering  men   into  the  Church. 

He  attended  faithfully  to  the  enforoem.ent 
of  the  rules  and  discipline  of  the'  Church 
and  sought  to  build  up  believers, so  that 
his  successors  generally  found  that  he  had 
left  his  societies  in  a  healthful  state. 

Without  ostentation  or  offensive  obtrus- 
iveness  he  visited  from  house  to  house, con- 
versed with  the  young  and  old, rich  and  poor, 
educated  and  uneducated  on  the  subject  of 
religion; and  such  was  his  earnest  sincerity 


ion, and  from  the  narrow  minded  bigotry  with 
which  Ivlethodism  formerly  had  to  contend:ye- 
he  ,for  the  most  part, secured  the  respect 
and  esteem  of  his  o-ooonents.

port he  received, he   ^uOv-jeedod  in  giving  hia 
children  a  reor^ectable   Glaoation.ile  was  i.uach 
c  evoted  to  his   family  3x.d^.

Dear  Cousin  Charlie; 

You  haye  asked  me  to 
write  a  sketch  express iye  of  hqt  experiences 
and  impressions  gained  in  the  war; which  I  will 
gladly  do  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  will 
probably  never  again  gain  as  much  practical  ex- 
perience in  as  short  a  time  as  I  did  during  the 
years  I9I8  and  I9I9.If  you  can  picture  a  small 
boiit  torn  from  its  moorings  and  caught  in  mid 
stream  by  a  swift  current  you  will  have  a  fair 
idea  of  my  feelings  upon  entering  the  Army. 
The  vastness  of  the  whole  plan  and  the  rapid- 
ity with  which  results  were  obtained  often 
seemed  incinceivable;and  it  was  many  months  be- 
ifore  I  became  accustomed  to  seeing  things  be- 
{ing  accomplished  on  such  a  gigantic  scale. 

From  the  time  our  unit  arrived  at  old  Fort 
icHenry, Baltimore, in  ..larch  I9I8 .until  a#*e»  we 
left  for  Camp  ilills  the  latter  part  of  June, we 
underwent  a  training  which, in  ordinary  times 
should  hiive  covered  a  period  of  at  least  six 
:iionths.  However,  the  re  was  little  complaint,  our 

in  object  being  to  fit  ourselves  for  the  test 
vhioh  we  knew  was  coming.  Our  first  real  dis- 
icomfort  came  upon  our  arrival  at  Camp  Mills. 

The  change  from  comfortable  beds  and  a  fair- 
ly good  mess  hall, to  army  cots  and  an  out-door 
iEess-line,with  no  protection  against  the  con- 
jstant  sand  storms, was  something  we  had  not  ta- 
i^en  into  consideration; but  after  two  weeks  of 
impatient  waiting, our  taste  of  life  in  a  big

camp  was  forgotten  when  we  "boarded  the  Aqui- 
tania,an  English  transport  of  considerable  siz( 

8i2e* 

We  made  the  trip  to  Liverpool  without  con- 
voy in  six  and  one  half  days^You  have  proha- 
hly  heard  of  the  famous  mutton  stew  served 
on  the  British  hoats.so  I  will  not  attempt 
to  describe  it. I  might  add  , however, that  I 
do  n'  t  think  "ss^   stomach  would  have  been  e- 
qual  to  the  occasion  even  under  normal  con- 
ditions* 

I  did  not  have  much  time  to  form  an  opin- 
ion of  our  English  friends; but  during  the 
journey  from  Liverpool  to  South  Hampton  I 
was  very  much  impressed  by  the  cleanly  appear- 
ance of  the  villages  and  farm  land. The  well 
trimmed  hedges, the  neat  cottages  and  field 
after  field  of  growing  crops  were  evidence 
that  England'  s  home  army  was  well  aware  of 
its  duties. 

Our  trip  across  the  channel  and  the  hike 
up  La  Havre  hill  to  our  rest  camp  I  have  lit- 
tle to  say. The  former  made  me  sick, and  the 
latter  is  still  a  nightmare.  I  was  detailed 
for  guard  duty  the  first  night, July  I4th, 
and  walked  my  post  in  the  pouring  rain  from 
midnight  until  four  o'clock. The  French  peo- 
ple were  enjoying  a  holiday  similar  to  our 
Fourth  of  July, and  the  wild  noises  coming  from 
the  city  below, together  with  the  soimd  of 
distant  guns  all  night, made  an  impression  on 
-cs^   mind  which  I  will  never  forget.  It  was 
there  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  I  real- 
ized that  we  had  come  across  the  ocean  for  a 
definite  purpose; and  I  wondered  how  long  it 
would  be  before  that  purpose  would  be  accom- 
plished. 

Our  unit  was  first  stationed  at  Hoanne  in 
a  French  hospital, and  from  there  we  moved  to 
the  Hospital  Center  of  Mars  sur  Allier, where 
we  remained  until  the  end  of  the  war.  From  that 
that  time  until  long  after  the  Armistice  had 

^een  signed, our  unit  worked  day  and

night  as  we  had  never  dreamed  it  was  possi- 
ble. Tve  praotioably  lived  amid  suffering  dur- 
ing those  last  months  of  the  War. It  was  the 
first  sight  in  the  morning  and  the  last  at 
night. Of  course  we  became  hardened  to  some  ex 
extent, which  I  really  think  was  the  only 
thing  which  saved  us  from  losing  our  minds. 

I  remember  one  day  I  was  feeling  rather 
blue, when  a  badly  wounded  boy  whom  I  had  been 
tailing  care  of , looked  up  from  his  pillow  and 
repeated  that  quaint  couplet  by  Robert  Louis 
""tevenson;-)- 

"  This  world  is  so  full  of  a  number  of 
things , 
I  am  sure  we  should  all  be  as  happy 
as  kings.  " 

although  that  boy  went  over  the  line  a  few 
diiys  later, he  left  me  something  which  has 
helped  me  over  a  dozen  rough  places  since. 

Those  are  the  boys  who  should  receive  the 
credit, Cousin  Charlie,  There  were  thousands 
just  like  him  who  paid  full  price,  e  have 
profitted  by  the  experience  and  the  thought 
f'lat  we  have  rendered  our  fellowmen  a  ser- 
vice.
